Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 18-34 are allowed.

Re claims 18 and 25, the independent claim includes "generating an electronic 
specification of the flaw, the electronic specification including at least one of (a) a two- 
dimensional and (b) a three-dimensional point pattern; after the generating, manufacturing a test 
specimen, for each point of the point pattern, a microcrack in the test specimen generated at a 
corresponding position to form a microcrack field representing the flaw " in combination with 
the remaining claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. See remarks 
pages 1-5, received on 8/12/09. Puckett (7,434,464) considered closest related art, teaches (See 
Col. 4, lines 20-40) the ability to design simulated voids in 3D CAD model, leads to the ability to 
precisely replicate the ultrasonic of actual porosity voids. However, the filing date is not prior 
to the date of this application. 

Re claims 26 and 29, the independent claim includes "generating an electronic 
specification of the flaw, the electronic specification including at least one of (a) a two- 
dimensional and (b) a three-dimensional point pattern; after generation of the electronic 
specification of the flaw, for each point of the point pattern, a microcrack produced at a position 
of the point to form a microcrack field representing the flaw " in combination with the 
remaining claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. See remarks 
pages 1-5, received on 8/12/09. Puckett (7,434,464) considered closest related art, teaches (See 
Col. 4, lines 20-40) the ability to design simulated voids in 3D CAD model, leads to the ability to
